United States,’’ says in referring to

Do the Canadian farmers imagine 
that they can invade the markets of 
the United States and succeed where 
so many American farmers fail? If 
so, let them make a survey of farm- 
ing conditions east of the Mississippi 
in the United States. If there were 
any virtue in this cry of free access 
to a market of ninety millions of peo- 
ple, or if the United States had even 


begun to .have reached its limit of! 
production, surely these farmers) 
would at least have begun to feel! 


the benefit of it.

The United States census reports of 
the 20-year period from 1880 to 1900 
show that in that time no fewer than) 
15,344 farms in New England went 
out of existence, that there were! 
17,000 less farmers in these States! 
at the end of the period than at the 
beginning, and that some 5,000,000 
acres of land that were in cultivation 
in 1880 went out of tillage and culti- 
vation. 

And thanks to the trusts the pro- 
fits of the farmers in the great mar- 
kets now to be placed open to the 
people of Canada are so small that 
the decline of farming in New Eng-| 
land is still progressing despite free} 
access to the market of ninety mil- 
lions of people.

ESTIMATE RECORD CROPS 


Wheat Yield of Canada and British 
India Will Probably Be 
Enormous 
Washington, D.C.—A bumper harv- 
est of wheat in British India, esti- 
mated at 369,000,000 bushels, surpass- 
ing all previous yields, and the record 
area sown to spring wheat in western 
Canada, giving to seemingly extrava- 
gant estimates of probable yields, 
are the features of the world’s review 
of May Agricultural News announced 
by the department of agricultural re- 


To facilitate forest fire fighting on 
the wooded eastern slopes of the 
Rocky Mountains the department is 
establishing observation bulletins at 
prominent points and is making de- 
posits of fire fighting tools which can 
be drawn upon for shovels, etc., when 
a fire is to be put out. 

Roads and trails are being cut 
through the forest enabling the fire 
fighter to speedily reach any point 
where smoke shows a fire has started. 


The observation points and the settle- 


ments are being connected by a tele- 
phone’ system which will enable fire 
guards to at once send out word of a 
forest fire to the nearest point where 
men are who can be called upon to at- 
tack it. There has been great diffi- 
culty in the way of getting out news, 
in the absence of roads. The tele- 
phone and trails are being provided 
to meet these difficulties and it is ex- 
pected that hereafter the problem of 
dealing with mountain forest fires will 
be considerably simplified.

Gratifying Progress is Being Made 
on the Transcontinental 
Railway 
Ottawa.—The Transcontinental Rail- 
way commission is receiving gratify- 
ing reports of progress in construc- 
tion of its line. From Wolfe Creek, a 
considerable distance west of Edmon- 
ton, to Graham or Lake Superior Junc- 
tion, the line is now in full operation. 
It has constructed also 52 miles 
east of Graham towards Cochrane 
while from the latter point it is built 

westerly 126 miles. 

There is a‘gap of 200 miles to be 
built when through connection will be 
made between Edmonton and Coch- 
rane and then over the T. & N. O. 
railway. down to Toronto, where tem- 
porarily, at least, connection will be 
made with old main line of the Grand 
Trunk.
